Js it possible that something has ul- 
terly changed in the national psyche? 
We are led by media reports to wonder 
if America is in the midst of a unique 
oervous breakdown suffered by a gen- 
eration grown so narcissistic and self- 
ish, “so enamored of ourselves, that we 
are dissatisfied if our explorations 
bring us face to face with any image but 
our own.” A generation marked by 
“desire for stimulants and narcotics 
... fear of responsibility, of open 
places or closed places, feur of society, 

ear of being alone. fear of fears, fear of 
contaminauon. fear of everything, defi- 
cient mental control, lack of decision in 
trifling matters, hopelessness ... δ 

As it happens, the quotations in the 
previous paragraph come from popular 
publications of the 1880: and the 
1890s. In short. we Americans have 
been depressed before. 

Tocqueville looked at America’s best 
and brightest in the 1830s and saw that 
“a cloud habitually hung on their brow, 
and they seemed serious and almost 
sad even in their pleasures” because 
they “never stop thinking of the good 
things they have not got.” 

In 1854, Thoreau assured his place in 
Bartlett's “Familiar Quotations” with: 
“The mass of men lead lives of quiet 
desperation.” In 1881, a book called 
“American Nervousness” popularized 
the term “neurasthenia.” It was ἃ dis- 
ease that affected “civilized, refined

bleak. or does the future look bleak 
because we are depressed? Popular 
prophecies of hard economic times are 
pretty reliable, but how many of them 


are self-fulfilling? 
Is there a melancholy that is part of 
the American psyche? Being American 


means being prey to a sense of being 
overwhelmed by time, space and op- 
portunity, of failing to iink big 


enough, of having missed your chance. 
a sense that produces the astonished 
fatalism of William Faulkner. the be- 
wildered corruptions of “The Great 
Gatsby.” the ending of the “60s movie 
“Easy Rider” where Captain America 
suys τὸ Billy, “We blew 11” 

Are things worse in [9907 “In general. 
people are more pessimistic now.” says 
Gerald Klerman, a professor of psychia- 
τν at Comell University Medical Col- 
lege. “People get depressed when there's 
a gap between expectation and fulfill- 
ment. This is particularly bad for fe- 
males — the women's movement raised 
expectations very high for women. Real- 
ity has not fulfilled these expectations.” 

Even after allowing for changes in the 
way we diagnose clinical depression. 
and for the fact that mental ilfness is not 
kept a shameful secret the way IL onve 
was, ἃ lot of psychiatric epidemivlogisis 
think there is a lot more depression in 
America since World War LI. ao increase 
of two to three times, an increase far 
greater than increases in schizophrenia. 
panic disarder and phobias. 

“Who knows?” says Dr. Klerman. 
“It could be almost anvthing. It could 
he something in the air from radioac- 
live testing. [t could be food additives. 
It could be a virus. If there was a virus. 
we could have ἃ vaccine.” 

As the most beautiful sunset in the 
history of the world unfurls, glitters, 
blooms. stabs and generally spreads 
out again st the sky, Frederick Good- 
win, the psychiatrist who runs the Al- 
cohol. Drug Abuse and Mental Health 
Administration, sits in bis I2th-foor 
suburban office and says: “Vulnerabil- 
ity to depression is a constant. It 
doesn't change. But the incidence of 
depression hzs increased since the 
1960s and the age of onset has luwered. 
What might explain it? 

“There were the traummus of the early 
and mid-1960s. and fundamental 
changes in society.

There was a doubling in the 
divorce rate. We now are seeing the 
first generation of kids coming te 
adulthood who were nul Taised py their 
mothers. We are seeing adults who sur- 
vived because of advances for kids wha 
used to die in infancy. adutis who 
might have survived with somewhat 
compromised nervous systems.

The Technological Revolution Hits the Slopes at

NEW YORK — New technology in the 
design and construction of skis over the last 
year has set the industry abuzz. 

Some say the innovations represent the 
greatest revolution since Howard Head in- 
vented the metal ski 40 years ago. Others say 
the changes are an outgrowth of work thut 
began five years ago when the midsection of 
skis was narrowed and new base consuruc- 
tion was introduced. 

Whatever its genesis. the technology has 
broughi a breed of skis to the market that 
promises to improve performance, at least 
en to justify their high price tags. 

All ugh these skis are so far designed for 
intermediate to expert skiers with few budget 
restraints, a little information goes a long 
way in helping all skiers through the thicket 
of new ski design terms. such as “one-piece 
wraps” and “mon ἣν 

In simplest terms. the innovations join the 
ski's top and sides into a single structure. 
called a one-piece cap, like a bridge or an 
arch.

Report Says East Germans 
Took Steroids for Years

HAMBURG — Six-time Olympic swimming champion Kristin 

Otto. long jumper Heike Drechsler and many other top athletes took

y. a German Magazine reported Wednesday 

The Hamburg-based magazine Stern said it had a confidential 
East German document that detailed the systematic and comprehen- 
sive use of anabolic steroids by top East German stars over the years. 

Among those named by Stern were Ulf Timmermann. Olympic 
champion and former world record holder in the shot put: Jirgen 
Schult, Olympic discus champion: Torsten Voss. orld decathlon 
champion, and Olympic decathlon champion Christian Schenck. 

Other swimmers named by Stern were Heike Friedrich. Daniela 
Hunger and Dagmar Hase. 

Stern said it had East German documents showing that an 
anabolic steroid, Oral Turinabol, bad been given regularly to Exst 
German athletes for 20 years under medical supervision. 

The magazine said the steroids had been given to East German 
athletes under a pi devised and supervised by the Sporis 
Medical Service in Berlin, Stern said Manfred Héppner, deputy 
director of the service, had confirmed to the magazine that the 
documents were genuine.
